which was repealed, and taken away by ACt of Parliament, in the firſt year 
of the reign of. our late Sovereign Lady Queen Mary, to the great decay 
of the due honour of God, and diſcomfort to the profeſſors of the truth-of 
Chriſts. Religion : : 

Be it therefore Enacted' by the Authority of this prefent Parliament, 
That the ſaid! Statute of Repeal, and every thing therein contained ,, 
only concerning the' faid Book, and rhe. Service, Adminiſtration of 'Sacra-

ws v1 ED be it Enated by the Queens Highneſs, with the aſſent of the - 
Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by Authority of 
the fame, That all, and ſingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church, 
or other place within this Realm of England. Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, 
or other the Queens Dominions, ſhall from and after the Feaſt of the Na- 
tivity of Saint Fohn Bapriſt next coming, be bounden to af and-uſe the Mattens, 
Evenſong, celebration of the Lords Supper, and adminiltration of each of the 
Sacraments, and all their Common and open Prayer, in ſuch order and form as 
is mentioned in the ſaid Book, ſo Authorized by Parliament in the ſaid fifth 
and ſixth year of the Reign of King Edward the Sixth : with one alteration, or 
addition of certain Leſſons to be uſed on every Sanday in the year, and the form 
of the Litany altered, and corrected, and two ſentences only added in the _de- 
livery of the Sacrament to the Communicants, and none other, or otherwiſe :

twentieth of October, One thouſand ſix hundred and ſixty ) granted his Com- 
miſſion under the great Seal of England, to ſeveral Biſhops and other Divines, 
to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to prepare ſuch Alterations and

By what undue means, and for wnat miſc h;cvous purpoſes the uſe of the Lt- 
turgy ( though injoyned by the Laws of the Land , and thoſe Laws never yet 
repealed) came, during the late unhappy confufions , tobe diſcontinued , is 
too well known to the World, and we are not willing here to remen, ber, But 
whea , upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable , that 
amonsft other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (th? 

[ame having never beer legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were 

fed to prevent it ; thoſe men, who under the late uſurped powers had made

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themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would 
freely acknowleage themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly 
brought to do ) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution there- 
ofs In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed a7ain/t the Book 
of Common Prayer, the old Objettions muſtered up , with the a1dition 6 
ſome new ones more then formerly had beew made, to make the aumber (well. - 
In fize, great importunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty , that the ſaid 
Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions there- 
unto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender C onſciences : 
Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious Inclinatioa to pive ſatisfattion 
(ſo far as could bereaſonably expected ) to all His Sub jects of what per ſwaſto 
{oever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

Inmhich Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation,as 
we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former times. And therefore of 
the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us , we have rejetted all ſuch as were 
either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed 
Do#trine, or laudable Practiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the 
whole Cat holick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but ut- 
terly fr #volous and Vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tenared to us. (by 

| what per (ons, under what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever /o teparen,) mY 
ſeemed to ns in any degree requiſite or expeaient, we have willinzly ana of 
OHY Own accord aſſented unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any /l renath of Arou- 
ment, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we 
are fully perſwaged in our judg;nents (and we here profeſs it to the World) 
that the Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound Doitrine, or which a ood!y 
24n may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit natogor which is not fair- 
ly defenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed {ach 
Juſt and favourable conſtruction as in Common Equity ought to be allowed to 
all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and every 
to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 

Our general ains therefore in this Undertaking was, not to oratifie this or 
that Party in any their unreaſonable aeminis ; but to do that, which to our 
beſt underſtandings we concerved might moſt tend to the preſervation of 
Peace and Unity in the Church ; the procuring of Reverence, and excitin? 
of Piety and Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God ;s and the cutting off 
occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel aoainſt the Liturgy 
of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, 
whether by Alteration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this 
general account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, for the 
better direttion of them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service ; 
which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the, 
more proper expreſſing of ſome woras or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terns 
zore ſuitable to the language of the preſent times, and the clearer explanatioz 
of ſome other words and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, or 
otherwiſe liable to miſ-conſtruttion : Or thiraly, for a more perfect rendrins 
of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Litxrgy ; which, 
72 the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now or- 
dered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : Ani that it was thought 
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convenient, that ſome Prayers and T hankſgivings,fitted to ſpecial occaſions, 
ſhould be ad ded in their due places ; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together 
with ax Office for the Boprifon of ſuch as are of riper years ; which, although 
zot ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of A- 
'nabaptiſm, through the licentionfueſs of the late times crept in among ſt ns, 
is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Na- 
tres in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith. If any mangwho 
all defire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of 
he Liturgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the af jap Bookwiththe former ; 
twe doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty Af- 
fair, as in the ſight of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein ( ſo far as 
lay inns) to the conſciences of all men ; although we know it impoſſible ( in 
ſuch wariety of apprehenſions, humours and intereſts as are in the world) to 
pleaſe all ; nor can expett that men of factions, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits 
ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other 
then themſelves : Tet we have good hope, that what u here preſented, and bath 
been by the Comvocationsof both Provinces with preat diligence examined and 
approved, will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable, and 
eruly conſcgentious Sons of the Church of England.

For they ſo ordered the matter,that all the 
whole Bible, ( or the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould be read over once every 
year ; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially fuch as were Mini- 
ſters in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and meditation in Gods 
Word ) be ſtirred upto godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort o- 
thers by wholſom dottrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the 
Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read 
in the Church ) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of 

,$0d, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fa- 
thers- hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected; by planting in uncertain Sto- 
ries and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations and Synodals ; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible was 
begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread. 
And in this ſort the Book of 1/azah was begun in Advert, and the Book of Ge- 
neſis in Septuageſima ;, but they were only begun and never read through : Af- 
ter like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas 
St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 
mizht underſtand, and have profit by hearir-z the ſame; the Service in this. 
Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the people , 

. which they underſtand not ; ſo that they have heard with their cars onely, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not- been edited thereby. And furthermore, 
notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers kave divided the Pſalms into ſeven 
Portions, whereof every one.was called a Nettxrn : now of late time, a few of 
them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the num- 
ber and hardne6 of the Rules called the P:e, and the manifold changingy of the 
Service was the cauſe; that to turn the Book onely was fo hard and intricate a 
matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, 
then toread it when it was found out. | 

Three inconveniences thereof confidered, here is ſet forth ſuch-an Order, 
wherebſy the ſame ſhall be redreſled. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 
drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which 1s plainand cafe to be under- 
ſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scriptureis ſo ſet forth 
that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one piece from another, 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things 
as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Rules:therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth;which,as rhey are few in num- 
ber, ſo they are plain and eafie to be under{tood. So that here you have an Or- 
der for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable ard 
commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe 

kere are left out many things, whereof: ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome 
vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read bur the very pure 
Word of God, the holy Scriptures, 4 that which is agreeable to the ſame ; 
3 and - 


and that in ſuch a language and order, as is-moſt exſie and plain for the under. 
ſtanding both of the Readers and Hearers. Irt is alſo more commodious, both 
"for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and eaſe. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging 
in Churches within this Realm ; ſome following Szl:sbury Uſe, ſome Hereford 
Uſe, and ſomethe Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincelne ;, now from 
henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may arie in 
the uſe and practice of the ſame; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any ariſe ) 
and for the reſolution of all doubts,concerning the manner how to underſtand, 
do, and execute thethings contained in this Book ; the parties thatſo doubt, or 
diverlly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appealing of the fame; ſo 
that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And 
it the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution 
thereof to the Arch-biſhop.

25 2x5 53:53 centred into the Church by undiſcreet devotion, and 
no bee i 2 ſucha zealas was without knowledge ;and for becauſe 
they were winked at inthe beginning, they grew daily to moreand 
more abuſes,whuch not only for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe 
they have much blinded the people, and obſcured the glory of Cod, are 
worthy to be cut away, and clean rejected : Other there be, which al- 
though they havebeen deviſed by Man, yet it is thought good to reſerve 
them Mill.as well for a decent order in the Church (for the which they 
were firſt deviſed ) as becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all 
things done in the Church /as the Apoſtle teacheth ) ought to be reter- 
red. 

And although the keeping or omitting ofa Ceremony, in it ſelf con!!- 
dered, 1s but a ſmall thing ; yet the wiltul and contemptuous tran{gret- 
tion and breaking ofa common Order and Diſcipline, is no {mall o:- 
fence before God, Let all thinns be d»n2 among y04,Jaith St. Paul, 72 4 
ſeemly and dre order ; The appointment ofthe which order pertaineth 
not to private men ; therefore no man ought totake in hand, or preſume 
co appoint or alter any publick or Common Order in Chriſts Church, 
except he be lawtully called and authorized thereunto. 

f nd whereas in this our time, the minds of men are fo diverſe, that 
ſome think 1t a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece oi the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to theirold cuttoms ; and 
again on the other ftde, ſome be fo new-!angled, that they would 1n- 
novateall chings and deſpiſe the old, that nothing can hike them,but that 
15 new : It was thought expedient, not fo much to have reſpett how to 
pleaſe and ſatisfic eicher of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe Cod,and pro- 
fit them both. 4nd yer leſt any man ſhou'd b2 offended, whom good 


reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the 
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accuſtomed Cercmonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept iti! 
Some are put away, becaule the great exceſs and multitude of them 
hath ſo increaſcc1n theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was 1n- 
tolerable ; whereof St. Arexſtive in his time compniained, that they 
were grown to ſuch a number, that the eftateof Chriſtian Penapie was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And hg 
counſelled, that fuch'yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Ar #ſtize have f11d, if 
he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late dayes uſed among us : whereunto 
the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exce!- 
five multigude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them 1o dart, 
that they Jid more conſound and darken, then declare and tot forth 
Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chrilts Goſpel is nor a Cere-, 
monial Law (as much of Aſs Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve 
| God, 


Gecd, not in bondage of the” figure or ſhadow, butin the freedom of 
the ſpirit; being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which do 
ſerve to a decent Ordergand godly diſcipline, as ſuch and be apt to ſtir 
up thedul mind of man tothe remembrance of his duty to God,by ſome 
notable and ſpecial ſignification, whereby he might be edified. Further- 
more,the moſt weighty caule of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies 
was, That they were ſo far abuſed ;partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs 
of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unfatiable avarice of fuch 
as ſought more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away,the thing remaining {ti}. 

But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be 
offended, for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they 
conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it 15 not poſſible to keep any 
Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive/juft 
cauſe to reform their judgments. And it they think much, that any of 
the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed a new : then {uch 
men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the 
old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprovethe old onl 
for thier age, without bewary1ing of their own folly. For in fucha x | 
they ought rather to-have reverence unto them for theirantiquity, if, 
they will declare themſelves to be more {tudious of unity and concord, 
then of innovations & new-fangleneſs,which (as much as may be with 
true ſetting forth of ChriſtsReligion is always to be eſchewed.Further- 
more, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be 
offended. For as thoſe are taken away which were moſtabuſed, and did 
burden mens conſciences without any cauſe ; ſo the other that remain, 
are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may 
be altered and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal 
with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
monies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every man may underſtand what they 
do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it 1s not ike that they 
in time to come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And intheſe our 
doings we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to 

our own youyes only : For we think it convenient, that every Countrey 
{hould uſe fuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth 
of Gods honour and glory,and to the reducing of the people to a moſt 
perfect and godly living,without errour or ſuperſtition ; and that they 
ſhould put away other things, which from time to time they perceive 


to be moſt abuſed, as in mens ordinances it often chancerh diverſly ua 
divers Countreys. |

== Jeſus, to put him'to death. And when they had 
Pepes bound him,they led himaway,and delivered him 
toPontius Pilate the governour. ThenJudas whor had be- 
trayed him , when he faw that he' was condemned , re- 
pented himſelf , and-brought again the thirty pieces of 
| filverto-the chief Priefts and Elders, ſaying, I have (1n- 
ned, in thar I haye betrayed the innocent blond. And 
theyſaid; What is thattous* ſee thon ro that. Andhe 
calt down the pieces of filyer i thecemple, and cpa, 
and: 
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and went and hanged himſelf. And the chief -pricſts 
took the filver pieces , and faid , Ic is not lawful for to 
put them into .the treaſury, becauſe it 1s the price of 
bloud. And they took counſel, and bought with them 
the. potters field to: bury ſtrangers in. Wherefote that 
field "was called, The field of bloud unto this day. (Then 
was fulfilled that, which was ſpoken by Jeremy the pro- 
phet, ſaying, And they tookthe thirty pieces of filver, rh; 
price,of him that was valued, whom they of the child 
of I{racl did value, . and gave them for the potrers hiciv 
as the Lord appointed me. )..And Jeſus ſtood before tie 
governgur:;. and the goycrnour asked him, ſaying, Act 
thou the king of the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Thou fayeſt. And whenhe was accuſed of the chicf p1icits 
 andelders, he anſwered nothing. Then ſaith-Pilateunto 
him, Heareſt thou noc how many things they witneſs a- 
gainſt thee ? And heanſwered him tbnever a word,inſo- 
much thatthe goyernour marvelled greatly. Now at that 
feaſt the goyernour was wontto, releaſe unto the people a 
priſoner, whom they, would. And they had then anotable 
priſoner, called Barabbas. Therefore when, they.,were ga- 
thered together, [Pilate ſaid.unto them , Whom will ye 
that I releaſe unto. you ;. Barabbas , or Jeſus, - which is 
called Chriſt }. For he.knew, chatfor envy they had delive 
xcd him. . When he was ſet down on the judgment-ſeat, 
tus wite ſent unto:him,: ſaying, Have..thou- nothing © 
 dowith that juſt man : for I have ſuffered many things 
this day in a dream becauſe of him. But the chief prieits 
and elders perſwadcd the multitude that they ſhould ask 
Barabbas, ;and deſtroy, Jeſus. The governouranſwered 
' and ſaid unto. them, Whether of cthetwain will ye thac 
I releaſe unto you-? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate faith 
unto them , 'What fhall I do then with Jeſus, which is 
called Chriſt ? | They all ſay unto him”, Lerhim be cru- 
cified. . And the governour ſaid , Why , what evil 
hath he done ?. But. they .cried out the more , ſaying, 
Let him be crucified. When, Pilate ſaw that he could 
prevail nothing, but chat-rather a tumult wasmade , he 
took water, and waſhed his hands before the multitude, 
laying, I am innocent of, the bloud of this. quſt per 
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ſon : ſee ye toit. Thenanſwered all the people, and ſaid, 
His bloud be on us and our children. Then releaſed 
he Barabbas unto them: and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, 
hedelivered him to be crucified. Then the ſouldiers of 
the governour took Jeſus into the common hall, and ga- 
thered unto him the whole band of ſouldiers. And they 
{ripped him,and put on him a ſcarlet robe. And when 
chey had platted acrownof thorns, they put it upon his 
head , and arced in his right hand : and they bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked him, ſaying , Hail, king 
of the Jews. And they ſpit upon him, and took the recd, 
and ſmote him on the head. And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe off from him , and put 
his own raiment on him, and led him away to crucifie 
him. And*as they came out, they found a man of Cy- 
rene, Simon by name: him they compelled to bear his 
croſs. And when they were come unto a place called Gol- 
zotha, that is to ſay, a place of aſcull, they gave him vi- 
neger to drink, mingled with gall: and whea he had taſt- 
ed thereof, he would not drink. And they-crucihed him, 
| and parted his garments,cafting lots: thatitmight be ful- 
filled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among them,and upon my veſture did they 
caſt lots. And ſitting down, they watched him there ; 
and ſetup over his head his accuſation written, THIS 
ISTJESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then were there two thieves crucified with him : one on 
theright hand , and another on theleftt. © And they that 
paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their heads , and ſay- 
ing, Thouthat deſtroyeſt the temple , and buildeſt itin 
three days, fave thy felt : if thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief 

prieſts mocking him, with che ſcribes and elders,ſaid, He 
ſayed others, himſelt he cannot fave : 1t he be the King 
of Iſracl , let him now come down from the croſs , and 
we will beheve him. He truſted in God ; let him deli- 
ver himnow if he will have him : for he ſaid , I am the 
Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified 
with him , caſt the ſame in his teeth. Now from the 
| fixth hour there was darkneſs oyer all the land, unto | 
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the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour, Jeſus cricd 
with a loud voice, ſaying, Elz, Eli, lama ſabachthani? that 
15 to ſay, My God, my God,why haſt thou forſaken me 
Some of them that ftood there, when they heard that, 
ſaid, This man calleth- for Elias. And ftraightway one 
of them, ran, and took a ſpunge, and filled iti with vine- 
gcr, and put it ona reed, and gave tum to:drink. The 
re(t ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will come to ſave 
him. Jeſus when he had cricd again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghoſt. And behold, the vailot the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the bottom-, and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks rent, -and the grayes were 
opened,and many bodies of ſaints which (lept, aroſe, and 
came out of the graves after his reſurreEtion, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many.» Now when 
the centurion,and they that were with him, watching Jc- 
ſus, ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe things that were done, 


they feared greatly , ſaying , Truly this was -the fon of 


God.

And there wereſome that had indignation within them- 


{clyes,, and ſaid , Why was'this waſte of the ointment 
made ? For it might have been ſold for more then three 
hundred pence , and have been given tothe poor : and 
they murmured againſt her. And Jeſus ſaid,Lether alone, 
why trouble you her ? ſhe hath wrought a good workon 
me. For ye have the poorwith you always, and whenſo- 
cycr ye will, ye may do them good : but me yc have not 
always.She hath done what ſhe could: ſhe is come atorc- 
hand to anointmy body to the burying. ' Verily Ifay un- 
to you , Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this alfo that ſhe hath done 
ſhall be ſpoken of for a memorial'of her. And Judas If- 
cariot one of the twelve, wentunto the chief pricſts,ro be- 


tray him unto them. And when they heard it, they were 


glad,and promiſed to give him money. And he ſoughc 
how he might conveniently betray him. And the fir(t 
day of -unleavened bread, when they killed the paſlover, 
tis diſciples ſaid unto him , Where wilt thou that we go 
and prepare, that thou mayeſt cat the paſlover ? And he 
ſendeth forth two of his diſciples,and ſaith unto them,Go 
yeinto thecity, and there ſhall meet you a man bearing 
a pitcher of water: follow him. And whereſoever he ſhall

Ang whetyhe returned,” he found 
them aſleep again , (for their eyes were heavy,) neither 
wilt they whart to anſwer him. Andhe'cometh the third 
timac, and faith unto them, Sleep on now, arid take your 
Teſt: it is enough, the hour zs core; 'Behold,the Son of 
man is bertayed into the hands of finners. Riſe up; ler us 
80; lo,he that betrayethme'isat hand. And immediately, 
while he yet fpake, cometh Judas, ore of the twelve, and 
'with him a great multitude with words and ſtaves, from 
the chic prieſts, and the Scribes, arid the Elders; And he 
that betrayed him , had, given theti a token, ſaying, 
Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, thar ſame 15she : take him and 
lead him away fafely. And as ſoon as he was come, he 
gocth ſtraightway tohim, andfaith,' Maſter, maſter, and 
kiſſed him. And they laid their hands on him , and took 
him. And one of them that ſtood by,drew a ſword,and 
{mote a ſeryant of the high Prieſt,and cur off his ear. And 
Jeſt anſwered,and faid unto them , Are ye come out as 
againſt a thief, with ſwords and with ſtayes, to rake me ? 
I was daily with you in the temple,teaching, and ye took 
menot: but the ſcriptures muſt be fulfilled. And they all 
forſook him and fled. And there followed him a certain 
young man, having a linen cloth caſt about his naked bo- 
dy;and-the young men laid hold on him.And he left the 
linen cloth, and fled from them naked. And they led Tc- 
ſus away to the high Prieſt, and with him were aſffembled 
all thechief Prieſts, and rhe Elders, and the Scribes ; and 
Pecer followed him afar off , even into the palace of the 
high Prieſt:and he fat with the ſeryants,and warmed him- 
{elf at the fire. And the chief Prieſts and all the counccl 
ſought for witneſs againſt Jeſus to puthim to death, and 
found none.For many bare falſe witnefs againſt him, bur 
their witneſs agreed not together. And there aroſe ccr- 
tain,and bare falſe witneſs againſt him,faying, We heard 
him ſay,I will deſtroy this temple thatis made with hands, 
and within three days I will build another made without 
hands.But neither ſo did their witneſs agree together. And 
thehigh Prieſt ſtood up 1n the naidſt , and asked Jeſus,

witneſs againſt thee ? But he held his peace,and anſwered 
nothing.

yen. Then the high Prieſt rent his clothes,and ſaith, What 
need we any further witnefles? ye have heard the bla- 
ſphemy : what think ye? And they all condemned him 
to be guilty of death. And ſome began to ſpit on him 
and to cover his face, and to buffet him , andto-ſay un- 
ro him; Prophefie ; and the ſervants did ftrike him with 
the palms of their hands. And as Peter was beneathin the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids of the high prieſt; 
and when ſhe ſaw Peter warming himſelf , ſhe looked 
upon Iim,and ſaid, And thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Na- 
zareth. But he demied, ſaying, I know not,nexher under- 
and I what thou ſayeſt. And he went outinto the porch, 
and the cock crew.

And 
he anſwering, ſaid unto him, Thou fſayelt it. And the chief 
prieſts accuſed him of many things: but heanſwered no- 
thing.'And Pilate asked him again,ſaying,Anſwereſt thou 
nothing ? behold how many things they witneſs againſt 
thee. But Jeſus yet anſwered nothing : ſo that Pilate 
marvelled. Now at that feaſt he releaſed unto them one 
priſoner, whomſoeyer they deſired. And there was one 
named Barabbas, which lay bound with them that had 
made inſurrection with him , who had commutted mur- 
der in the inſurrection. And the mulritude crying a- 
loud , beganto deſire him to do as he hadever done unto 
them. ButPilate anſwered them,ſaying, Will ye that I re- 
leaſe unto you rhe King of the Jews ? ( Forhe knew that 
the chief prieſts had delivered him for envy ) Bur the 
chief prieſts moved the people, that he ſhould rather rc- 
leaſe Barabbas unto them. And Pilate anſwered , and 
- ſaid agam unto them, What will ye then thatT ſhall do 
unto him whom ye call the King of the Jews? And 
they cried out again , Cruciftie hum. Then Pilate ſaid 
unto them, Why, what evil hath he done ? and they cricd 
out the more exceedingly , Crucific hin. And fo Pilate, 
willing to content the people , releaſed Barabbas Gp 
| (NEM, 
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them, and delivered Jeſus, whenhe had ſcotirged him, to 
be crucified; And the fouldiersled him away into the hall, 
called Pretorium; and they call together the whole band. 
And they clothed him with purple, and platted a crown 
ofthorns, and put it about his head, and began to ſalute 
him, Hail king of the Jews. And they ſmote him on the 
head with a recd, and did fptt upon him," and bowing 
their knees, worſhipped him. And when they had mock- 
edhim, they cook off the purple fromhim, and put his 
own clothes on him, and led him out to crucifiehim. And 
they compel one Stmon a Cyrenian, who paſſed by com- 
1ng out of the countrey, the father of Alexander and Ru- 
. fus to bear his croſs. - And they bring htm unto the place 
Golgotha, which is being interpreted, theplace of a skull. 
And they gave him to drink, wine mingled with myrrhe; 
but he reccived it not. And when'they Fad crucified him, 
they parted his garments, caſting lots upon them, what 
every man ſhonld take. And it was the third hour, and 
they crucifhed him. And theſuperſcription of his accuſa- 


ton was written over, JJE KING OFTHE TFEWS. 
And with him they crucified two thieves, the one on his 
right hand, and the other on his left. ' And the ſcripture 
was fulfilled, which faith, And, he was numbred with the 
tranſgreflours. And they that paſſed by, = on him, 


wageing their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou ghatUeſtroyeſt 
theremple, and buildeſt it in three days, favethy ſelf, and 
come down from the cro(s.Likewiſe alfo the chief pricſts

ſaying, Thus 1s. the bloud-of the teſtament, which God 
hath enjoyned unto you. Moreover he ſprinkled Iikewiſe 
with bloud both the tabernacle, and all the veſlels of the 
miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law purged 
with blofd ; and without ſhedding of bloud 1s no remit- 
ſion. Ir was therefore neceſlary that xhe patterns of things 
inthe heavens ſhould be purified, with theſe, bur'the hea- 
venly things chemlclves with better ſacrifices then theſe. 
For Chrilt 1s not entred into the holy places made with 
hands, which- are figures of the true, but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear 1n the preſence of God for us;nor yet 
that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high prieſt ent- 
reth 1nto the holy place every year with bloud of others: 
for then mult he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation 
of-the world ; but now once 1n the end ofthe world, hath 
he appearcd to put away {in by the ſacrifice of himfclt. 
And as 1t 1s appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment; ſo Chriſt was once offered to bearthe 
{1nsof many, and unto them that look for him , ſhall he 

appear the fecond time without fin unto ſalvation. *

RhROw "ide faſt of unleavened bicw drew high S. Luke 
1 which is called” the 'paſſover. And the' chief 
& Prieſts and Scribes fougt how they mighe kill 
him ; for they- feared the people, Then centred Satan 
int0' Judas ſurnamed Iſcarior, Deir of the'number of 
the twelve. And he went his way, and corrmuned with 
the chict prieſts and captains, how he might betray him 
unto them. And they were plad, and covenanted to-give 
him money. ' And he pronuſed, and ſought-opportunity 
to betray hin unto them, in the abſence of the 'multi- 
tude. Then came the day ofunleavencd bread,when the 
paſſever muſt bekilled. -And heſent Peter and Johh, ſay- 
Tig.@o and prepare us the paſlover, that we may eat.” And 
they (aid unto him , Where wilt thou thatwe prepare ? 
And he ſaid unto them; Behold'when ye are: entred into 
the city, there ſhall a man mect you, bearing a: pitcher of 
water;follow him into the houſe where heentreth in. And 
VC hall ſay unto the good-man of the houſe, The malter 
ſaith unto thee, Whereis the gueſt: chamber, where I ſhall 
eat the paſſover with my diſciples? And he ſhall ſhew you 
a large upper room furniſhed ; there make ready. And 
they went,and tound as he had faid unto them: and they 
mate ready the paſlover. And when the hour was come, 
heſat down, ind the twelve Apoſtles with him. And he 
{41d unto them, With Jefite [ have deſired to cat this 
paſſover with you betorel ſuffer. For Ifayunto you, I 
will not any more cat thereof, until it be fulfilled-in the 
kingdom of God. And he rook the cup, and gave thanks, 
Sir; ſaid, Take this, and divide 1t among your ſelves. For 
I ſay unto you, I will not drink of che fruit ofthe vine, 
until the kingdom of God ſhall come. And he took 
bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave umo 
them, faying , This is my body, which is given. for 
you : this do in remembrance of me. Likewile alſo the 
cup after ſupper, faying, This cup, 1s the new teſtament 
in my bloud, which is ſhed tor you. Bur, behold, 
- the gl of him that betraveth- me, 1s with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of man cocth as1t was deter- |

mined ; but wo unto that man ,, by whom he 1s betray- 
ed. And they began to enquire among themlelves, 
which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. And 
there wasalloa ſtrife among thein, which of them ſhould 
be accounted the greateſt, And he ſaid unto them, The 
kings of the Gentiles exerciſe Lordſhip over them, and 
they chatexerciſe authority uponthem, are called bene- 
factours. But-ye ſhall not beſo; but he that 1s greatelt 
among you, let him be as the younger ; and he that 1s 
chick, as he that doth ſerve. For whether 1s greater, he that 
fitceth at meat, or he that ſcrveth? 15 not he that fitteth 
at meat?

And Iappoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that ye may eat and drink at my 
tablein my kingdom, and fit on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Iſrael]. And the Lord ſaid, Sumon, Simon, 
behold, Satanhath deſired to haye you, that he may (aft 
you as wheat : But Ihave praycd for thee, that thy faith 
tail not ; and when thou art converted, ſtrengthen thy 
brethren. And he ſaid unto him, Lord, I am ready to go 
with thee 'both into priſon and to death. And hefaid, I 
tell chee, Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this day, before 
that thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou knowelt me. And he 
{aid'unto them, When I ſent you withour purſe, and 
{crip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing ? And they ſaid, No- 
thing. Then faid he unto them, But now, he that hath a 
purſe, It him take jt, and likewiſe his ſcrip: -and he that 
hath no ſword, Jet him fell his garment, and buy one. For 
I fay unto you, That this that 1s written, mult yer be ac- 
complihed in me, And he was reckoned among the 
cranſgreſiours : for the things concerning me have an 
end. And they ſaid,Lord,bchold hereare two ſwords.And 
he ſaid unto them, It is enough: And he came out, and 
went, as he was wont, to the mount of Oliyes, and 
his diſciples alſo followed him. And when he was at the 
place, he ſaid unto them, Pray , that ye enter 'not 
into temptation. - And he- was withdrawn from them 
about a ſtones caſt , and kneeled down and prayed, 
1aying , Father , If chou be willing, xemaye ah cup 
| | rom 
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from -me : nevertheleſs, not my will,but thine be done. 
And there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, 
ſtrengthening him. And being in an agony, he prayed 
more carneſtly , and his ſweat was as 1t were great drops 
' of bloud falling down to the ground. And when he 
roſe up from prayer , and was come to his diſciples, he 
found them {leeping for ſorrow , and ſaid unto them, 
Why ſleep ye ? rife and pray, leſt ye enter into temptati- 
on. And while he yet ſpake, behold, a multitude, and he 
that wascalled Judas , one of the twelve , went before 
chem,and drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid 
unto him; Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man with a 
kiſs ? When they who were about him, ſaw what would 
follow, they ſaid unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with the 
ſword? And one of them ſmote the ſervant of the high 
pricſt, and cutoff his right ear. And Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his car, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chiet pricſts, and ca- 
ptains of the temple, and the elders who were come to 
him; Be ye come out as againſt a tliet with ſwords and 
ftaves? When'I was daily with you 1n the temple, ye 
ſtretched forth no hands again{t me: but this 15 your 
hour, and the power of darkneſs. Then took they him,and 
led him, and brought him into the high pricſts houſe, 
and Perer followed afar oft. And when they had kindled 
afre in themidſt of the hall, and were ſet down toge- 
ther, Peter ſat down among them. Bur a certain maid 
beheld him, as he fat by the fire, and' earneſtly looked 
upon him, and ſaid, This man was alſo\with hum. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know kim not. And at- 
cer a little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo 
ofthem. And Peter ſaid, Mag, I am not. And about the 
ſpace of one hour after, another canfidently affirmed, 
ſaying, Of a truth chis fellow alfo was with him; for he 
1s a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I know not 
what thou ſayeſt. And immediately whule he yet ſpake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and looked hpon 
Perer ; and Peter remembred the word of the Lord, 
how he had ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalc deny.me-thrice. - And Peter went out and wept 
\ bitterly.

When ye come toge- 
ther therefore into one place, this is not to eat the Lords 
ſupper ; For in cating eyery one taketh before other his 
own ſupper: and one is hungry, and another is drunken: 
What, have ye not houſes to cat and to drink in? or de- 
{piſe ye the Church of God, and ſhame them that have 
not? What ſhall I fay to you? ſhall I praiſe you in this? 
I praiſe you not. ForlT haye reccivcd of the Lord that 
which alſo Idelivercd unto you, That the-Lord Jeſus thc 
fame night in which he was betrayed, took bread ; and 
when he had given thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, cat;

THe whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him « j,. 
unto Pilate. And they began to accuſe him, ſaving, xxij. 1. 
We found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, That he himſelt is 
Chriſt a Kang. And Pilateasked him, ſaying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he anſwered him and ſaid, Thou 
| fayeitic. Then ſaid Pilace to the chict prieſts and to the 
| people, I find no fault in this man. And they were the 
| more fierce, ſaying, He ftirrecth up the people, reach- 
ing throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to 
this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
| whether the man were a Galilean. And as ſoon as he 
knew that he belonged unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent 
him to Herod, who himſelt was alfo at Jerufalem ac 
thattime. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceed- 
ing glad, forhe was defirous to fce him of a long ſea- 
ſon, becauſe ,he had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome nuracle done by lum, Then he 
queſtioned with him in many words; but he anſwer- 
cd him nothing. And the cluct prieſts, and ſcribes 


#ooJ and vehemently accuſed hin. And Herod a 
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his menof warſet him at nought, and mocked him, and 
araycd him ina gorgeous robe, and ſent hinagain toPi- 
late. And the ſame- day Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together; for beforethey wereat enmity between 
themfelves.: And Pilate, when he had called together the 
chicf prieſts, and therulers,and the people, faid unto them, 
Ye have brought this many unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people, and behold, I havingexamined him before 
you, have found- no fault in''this man touching thoſe 
chings whereof ye accuſchim : No, nor yet Herod : for.] 
ſent you to him, and lo, nothing worthy of death is done 
unto him.” I will therefore chaſtife him, and rekaſe him. 
For of neceflity he- muſt releake one unto them at the 
Feaſt. And they cricd out all at once, ſaying, Away with 
this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas: (Who tor a cer- 
tain (edition made: iti the city,and for murder was calt in 
prifon ) Pilate therefore willing to releaſe Jefus, ſpake a- 
g41n to them. But they cried, ſaying, Crucihe him,crucihe 
him. And he ſaid unto them thethird time, Why, what 
evil hath hedone? I have found no cauſe of death in 
tim : I will cherefore chaſtife him, and lec him go. And 
they were inſtant with loud voices, requiring that he 
might: be crucified : and the voices of them, and of the 
chict prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, that it 
fthould be as they required:And he releaſed unto them. him 
that for ſedition and murder was caſt into prifon, whom 
they had deſired; bur he delivered Jeſus to their will And 
as they led him away, they laidhold upon one Simon a 
Cyrenian, coming out of the countrey, and on him they 
laid the crofs, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And there 
followed him a great company of people, and of women, 
who allo bewailed and lamented him. But Jefus turning 
unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for 
me, but weep tor your felves, and for your children. For 
behold, the days are coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 
Bleſſed are the batren, and the wombs that never barc, 
and the paps which never gave fuck.

And they parted his raiment, and caft 
tors: And the people ſtood beholding ; and the rulers 
alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others, let 
him ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. 
And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him, coming to him, and

And he bearing his croſs, went forth into 
4 place called the place of a ſcull, which 1s called in 
the Hebrew, Golgotha : Where they crucified him, 
and two other with him, on either fide one, and Je- 
ſus.1n the naidſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on 
the croſs. And the writing was, JESUS OF NA4 
ZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This 
title then read many of the Jews : for the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was writ- 
ten in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latine Then {aid the 
chick prieſt of the Jews-to Pilate, Write not, The king 
of the Jews: bat that he ſaid, I am the king of the Jews. 
Pilate anſwered, What I have written, I have written. 
Then the fouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took 
his garments ( and made four parts, to every fouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven.from the top throughout. They ſaid therefore 
among themſelves, Let us not rend 1t, but caſt lots for 
t whoſe it ſhall be : thatthe Scripture might betulfilled, 
| which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 

for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things there-_ 
| fore the ſouldiers did. - Now there ſtood by the croſs of 
| Jelus, his mother, and his mothers {iſter, Marv the wife 
| of Cleophas, and Mary. Magdalene. When Jeſus there- 
tore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom 
| heloved, he ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy 
fon. Then ſaith heto the diſciple, Behold thy mother. 
| And from that hour that diſciple rook her unto his own 
home. Aficr/this, Jeſus knowing that all things -were 
now-accompliſhed, that, the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
faith, I tharit; -- Now there was ſet a veſlel fulof vincger:

nught be taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and 
brakethe legs of the firſt, and of the other which was cru- 
cificd with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw 
that he was dead already,they brake not his legs. But one 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide,and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. And he that ſaw it bare 
record, and his record 1s true : and he knoweth that he 
ſaith true, that ye might believe. For theſe things were 
done, that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him 
ſhall not be broken.

GE IEEE rend eſtimation, that no man might preſume to execute any of 
| them, except he were firſt called, tried,examined, aud known 
to have ſuch qualities as are requifite for the ſame ; axd alſo by publick pray- 
er, with impoſition of hands, were approved and admitted thereunto by lawful 
authority. And therefore , tothe intent that theſe Orders may be continued, 
and reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church of England ; No man ſhall 
be accounted or.taken to be a lawful Biſhop, Prieſt , or Deacon in the Church 
of England, or ſuffered to execute any of the ſaid Funitions, except he be 
called, tried, examined and admitted thereunto, according to the Form 
hereafter following,or hath had formerly Epiſcopal Conſecration orOrdination. 

And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon , except he be twenty three years of 
| age, unleſs he have a Faculty. Andevery man which is to be admitted 4 
z Prieſt , ſhall be full Four and twenty years old. And every man which is 
| to be Ordained or Confecrated Biſhop, ſhall be fully Thirty years of age. 

And the Biſhop knowing either by himſelf, or by ſufficient teſtimony, any 
perſon to be a man of vertuous conver/ation, and without crime , and after 
examination and trial, finding him learned in the Latine Tongue, and ſuffict- 
ently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Canongr
